'America to undertake seriously to liqui- 
date its bonded debt. 
It will set aside 


$250,000 a year at compound interest, 
with the hope of wiping out its'financial 
obligations in forty years. 


The experience of every 
progressive 


city, and Milwaukee is such-a communi- 
ty, is that the total debt grows with de- 
velopment. 
Thus, it happens that the 


interest demands'are so heavy that public 
officials do not dare ,to create sinking 
funds for debt settlement, astfhey would 
have to raise taxes still more. 
. ^ 


Municipal bonded debts are'large. yet 


not so large that the people could not pay 
them off in a year or so by supreme effort. 
But the taxpayers would be unwilling to 
clear 'cities of these obligations^ as they 
' realize that new debts' would betcontract- 


ed almost /Immediately. 


One after another large cities'will fol- 


low the example set now by Milwaukee.

STANDARD PHYSICAL TESTS 


One may be exceptionally strong in a muscular 


way and "the picture of health" as that picture 
s popularly drawn, yet fall to pass a health exam- 
nation. Muscular strength or'muscular develop- 
ment does not imply pood health. Neither do norm- 
al weight nor moderate overweight. Neither does a 
ruddy or florid complexion. "Neither does a hearty 
appetite. Neither does a capacity to worry along 
for months or years without any medical advice or 
attention. I am not so arbitrary or certain about 
endurance. Perhaps good physical .endurance does 
mply good functional organic health. 


The National Amateur Athletic unloa has recent^ 


prepared some standard physical tests which will 
be applied to every member of the citizens' mimao 
training camps in the United States this summer. 
The tests include running 100 yards, running broad 
jump, running high Jump and bar vault; the stand- 
ards of physical efficiency are gauged to four age 
classes—first boys in their early teens. v 13 to 16 
years old: next boys 17 and 18 years old; next boys 
of college age. 19 to 20 years, and finally young men

(cerebrc-splnal) meningitis, influenza ("the flu") and 
those very communicable upper respiratory infec- 
tions popularly called "grip?" Has it not struck you 
that Coryza in one member of the household Is ex- 
ceedingly likely to spread to one or more of the 
others In the house within a day or two? I grant 
you. the temperature has probably changed a dozen 
times In the Interim, but we do not ordinarily place 
much stress on that when the "common cold" proves 
to be diphtheria, measles or meningitis. Seldom can 
the specific source of infection in sporadic cases of 
diphtheria be determined, yet nobody questions the 
infectious ness of the disease. As a rule the source 
of infection is fairly obvious in coryza. regardless of 
temperature, humidity, etc. 1 should consider an 
individual -who has had a hundred colds, as he calls 
them and who doesn't believe such diseases are com., 
munlcable. a dangerous person to be at large.

THE PROBLEM OF DISARM- 


AMENT 


By Dr. Samuel Plantz 


At the close of the world war there 


was a loud call in many lands'Tor dis- 
armament. 
The people saw that the 


immense debts wliich they were under 
would make the sustaining of great 
military 
organizations 
a 
financial 


burden that would crush them econ- 
omically. - It was also felt that Eu- 
rope had had enough of war. and that 
for years to come great armies and 
navies would be unnecessary. 
Still 


others, realizing that armaments de- 
velop suspicion, rivalry, and a mili- 
tary spirit felt that the first step that 
must bo taken to do away with war 
was to get the> consent of the govern- 
ments to a limitation of war prepara- 
tions. When President Harding called 
the Washington Conference, it was 
believed a great step forward had been 
taken, and when it closed 
with an 


agreement about limiting naval con> 
struction it was generally held that 
a great victory had been won. 


As time has gone on, we are-be- 


ginning to see that the Washington 
Conference was of small significance 
in various ways, and especially in the 
matter of limitation in 
armaments. 


It did not dare touch upon the ques- 
tion of military equipment for land 
forces, so that we are as bad off in 
relation to the world's armies as be- 
fore it convened. It did limit the con- 
struction of battleships of more than 
10.000 tons: but it placed no limit on 
auxiliary craft, submarines, and air- 
craft activities. 
It simply changed 


the size of the fighting units. Any 
nation can build two smaller ships 
in place of one big one. It 
cannot 


build above a certain number of bat- 
tle ships that can carry sixteen inch 
guns, but it can build any number of 
craft that can carry eight inch guns. 
Besides it can build submarines as 
large as it wishes. At one of Eng- 
land's dockyards there is now being 
completed the largest submarine ever 
designed, a boat with a displacement 
of 27SO tons and .3600 tons when sug- 
merged, which is 1000 tons greater 
than any submarine ojvned by any 
other navy. It will carry a twelve 
inch gun which is as large a gun 
as the 'great battleships have carried 
up to the most recent times. 
This 


awful \veapon will be duplicated in 
the navy of every strong power, for 
no nation can permit another nation 
to have the advantage 
such a de- 


structive 
machine iwould give 
it.

Italy is' planning 
a similar equipment. American naval 
experts tell us that this new develop-

Grades Show Loss Of 42 Pupils 


—Total City Enrolment Out- 
side Of Vocational School In- 
creased By 58 This Year 


There are 4,89", children between 


the ajges of four and twenty years en- 
rolled In the public schools In this 
city out of the 5.940 which the school 
census shows thers are living in the 
city, according to information con- 
tained in the annual report of Miss 
Carrie E. Morgan, city superintendent 
of schools. 
The report contains a 


great deal of valuable educational 
data including a brief history of the 
flvo years' work on the junior high 
school projects. 


The census shows an increase of 


85 in the number of persons of school 
age on June 30. 1922 over the July- 
census of 1921. Th» Fifth and Third 
wards ^ have the largest number of 
chlldreli of school age. while the sec- 
ond ward has the lowest. In the divi- 
sion into school districts, however, 
the Third has the largesf with 2.500 
In comparison with 818 in the Fourth 
district. The largest number of chil- 
dren who attend parochial schools 
live in the Third district. Th«re are 
more boys tban girls of school age.

By the terms of the will 3.900 acres 


of land in the towns of Lincoln and 
Warren. Vt.. near Middlebury. were 
offered for use as a national park^It 
was provided that if congress failed to 
accept the land 'It would revert to th» 
ownership of Middlohury College. The 
college already had be^n left a tract 
of more than 25.000 acres of mountain 
Isnd which Mr. Battell had spent his 
time and fortune,for 50.years to nc- 
qulre. The new bequest added to this 
gives MIddlobury College 'practically 
01.000 acres of mountain campus.

Jerusalem—Commenting upon the 


economic and hydraulic resources of 
Palestine. A. E. Southard, formerly 
American consul here, says the out- 
look for the prompt realization of the 
hydro electric and irrigation schemes 
proposed by foreign engineers is not 
encouraging. 
He believes the chief 


difficulty is in raisins sufficient cap- 
ital, and the general lack of popula- 
tion 
and 
established 
natural re- 


sources. He think* the Jordan Val- 
ley is too narrow for irrigation pur- 
poses, but says .that if irrigation 
could be accomplished it would add 
enormously to the variety and x-alue 
of the commercial agricultural crops 
of Palestine. 


Concerning; economic conditions in 


Palestine. Mr. Southard says that 
only very restricted credit facilities 
are", available, as the banks now con- 
fine'their business almost entirely to 
receiving money for deposit and 
checking- accounts, to buyinc and pell- 
Inp giltedge negotiable paper, and to 
making short-term loans against sub- 
stantial and safe merchandising se- 
curity. 


Inability to secure long-term loans 


has seriously affected agricultural de- 
velopment. 
Agriculture in Palestine 


does not yield a greaf margin of 
profit, and can hardly support the 
present interest rate of 9 per cent 
and upward. 
In the absence of a 


tank dealing in agricultural loans the 
Palestine farmer has had to depend 
mainly upon private money-lenders, 
who often exact as much as 15 per 
cent interest on cood security. There 
are a few cooperative loan societies 
among the Jewish colonists, but they 
have not been able to exercise any 
important influence [n relieving the 
situation. 
' 


In this connection Mr. Southard 


explains there is nsed in Palestine for 
pawnshops. 
"Well-regulated estab- 


sed industrial enterprises. Railway 


construction is not likely to receive 
immediate attention on any import- 
ant scale. a« the country is already 
reasonably well supplied in this re- 
spect. Harbor and port construction, 
and possibly hydroelectric develop- 
ment, will ?e<iuire such large sums of 
money that the first years of their 
existence are apt to be barren of divi- 
dends of any sort, end therefore they 
are likely to await Government cap- 
ita! or guarantees "

there are many in-Justnal enterprises 
in Palestine eagerly seeking capital, 
but that "because of such handicaps 
as lack of local supplies of fuel, raw 
material, etc., som^ of them will not 
be successful, and the few which may 
pay their own way in operation are 
not likely to return real dividends for 
many years.

world democracy will bo reached Aug 
ust 14, when representative working 
women of the world'will assemble in 
the old Schoenbrunn palace in Vienna 
where emperors of the old order in 


• Europe held sway, to map plans for 


furthering international trades unior 
organization among women. 


American working women wljl be 


represented^ by nine delegates. 
The 


conference, which will be the. tbirc 
biennial congress of the Internationa 
. Federation of Working Women, will 
include representatives from some 20 
nations. 


The program provides for consid 


eration of measures "to unite organ 
ized working women in order that 
they may resolve upon the means by 


v which the standard of life of women 


workers throughout the world may be 
raised." 


PLAN OF ACTION

be: 


1. Promotion of trade union organ 


ization among women. 


2. Development of an international

4. The appointment of women in

These articles 
were prepared by an expert dress 
maker who has given 
considerable 


thought to home hewing.) 
. Solving the dress problem and 
ducing the high cost of living at tho 
same time is'an opportunity few wom- 
en will bo inclined to miss.

London Paper Shows France Is 


Mistress Of The"

London—Britain's weakness In air 


defense ugain occupies public atten- 
tion, and the government is being 
urged to give serious and immediate 
attention to the 
strengthening of 


that arm of England's fighting forces. 
In an article in the Dally Telegraph 
Major C. C. Turner, a. well 
known 


air expert, compares Britain's 
air 


equipment with that of France and 
icclares that the British "are in- 
credibly weak in this respect, con- 
sidering their'geographical situation 
and their responsibilities." 


Major Turner proceeds to give some 


interesting figures respecting France't. 
growing airplane resources.'and 
France easily is mistress of the air 
of the world. 
"That country." he 


hays, "according to authoritative in- 
formation available- in 
Paris, 
will 


have a total of 220 air squadrons by 
the end of the present year. 
This 


means 2.200 airplanes in the first line, 
with proportionate reserves and with 
the necessary transport, medical and 
other auxiliary services. The French 
government is actuated by the con- 
sideration that the strategic situation 
of France makes her more- open to 
attack by land and sea 
than 
any 


other western power, "and it 
feels, 


therefore, that as her military power 
diminishes, it Is necessary that her 
air power be increased." 


France's war reserve 
in the air 


service. Major Turner continues, is 
about 4.800 airplanes 
of 
various 


types, with the necessary means of 
supply and 
maintenance. 
"In 
the 


eleven months ended Nov. .30, 1922," 
he writes. "French airplanes manu- 
facturers turned out 3,300 machines, 
including a few required for export. 


"The total number'of British active 


air squadrons is thirty-two, of which 
the greater number are abroad. Tfois 
makes a deplorable showing as against 
France's more than 200 squadrons." 


The British expert then says that 


aerial warfare as conducted in 1914- 
1918 was'child's play compared with 
what it will be in the future. "We 
know." he remarks 
gravely, "that 


the British fleet, no matte'r how pre- 
ponderant on the sea. cannot 
save 


our homes from 
the 
power 
that 


strikes 
swiftly from the sky. 'We 


ought to ask ourselves whether we 
can be defended against this 
new 


power, as formerly we kept our shores 
inviolable. 
Could the people endure 


the strain of bombardment from the 
air. and the constant fear of it? Here 
may be our most vulnerable point: 
and at it an enemy 
would 
strike 


first, hoping at small cost to himself 
to weaken our resolve and paralyze 
our mind and arm. 


There ig no imminent .danger of 


war. but no man can be sure of peace 
even five years ahead. 
Before 1914 


we were content with our small army, 
knowing that, at the worst, we should 
have time to create new armies. That 
assurance has gone forever. We shall 
not have time, for within a. few hours 
of the rupture of peace our homes, 
workshops, transport and 
munition 


factories would be, attacked. 


"True, at the moment, there is only 


one power that could strike at 
us 


through the air, and that power is 
France, happily our ally. But who 
can say what changes in .the distri- 
bution of air power and in friendship 
m»y not occur within the next few 
years?" 


A million pounds sterling in sub- 


sidies for commercial air service will 
be paid to an.air transport company 
if parliament accepts the recommenda- 
tions of the air ministry. 


The government has already given 


large subsidies to various companies 
operating air passenger .lines to, the 
continent

a million pounds, to be allotted over a 
space of ten years, to any firm with

, The government will alloxv the com- 
pany complete control of its 'own de- 
velopment, requiring only that 
all 


profits over ten »)er cent be equally di- 
vided between the- government and 
the shareholders. 
When the million 


pounds has be«>n repaid, the govern- 
ment will drop all connection with the 
company. • 


Several companies are understood 


to be preparing to bid for the sub- 
sidy monopoly if the plan is passed 
by parliament.
